PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 7.—William J. 


Burns told a Post-Dispatch staff corre- 
spondent today part of his reasons for 
asserting so positively that Samuel 
Gompers knew all along of the guilt of 
the McNamera brothers. He _ denied 


flatly that he has, or ever has had oper- 
atives trailing the president of the 
American Federation of Labor. 

“-Gompers makes tracks so deep and 
coarse that we could follow them any 
time,’’ was Burns’ contemptuous answer 
when asked whether his men were 
watching Gompers. 

When the Post-Dispatch correspondent 
pressed -.urns for reasons for his accu- 
sation of Gompers he said: 

“EF am satisfied that Gompers knew 
at the time the first piece of struc- 
teral iron work was dynamited, back 
in 1866, who was responsible for it. 
Do you think the people of the Unit- 
ed States will prefer now to believe 
Samuel Gompers or William J. 
Burns?”

With Few Autos. 





MANY ARE DISAPPOINTED 


Missouri Co. Accepts Terms of 
Union and Places Vehicles 
in Service. 


Prominent St. Louisans who have 


been in the habit of riding in taxicabs 
to their offices and places of business 


called in vain for metered buzz wagons 
Thursday. 

Among those who vainly called for 
taxicabs were Albert 3B. Lambert of 
2 Hortense place, Marion J. Lambert of 
10 Hortense place, Oscar Johnson of 36 
Portland place, G. Lacy Crawford of 

251. West Pine boulevard, Dr. J. H. 
Duncan of the Buckingham, Dr. E.-J. 
Goodwin of 3525 Pine street and D. C. 
Biggs of 3134 Lucas avenue. 

Harry B. Hawes made an urgent plea 
for a machine. He was at his country 
home on the Gravois road, beyond the 
city limits and far from a street car 
line. His pleading was in vain, and he 
faced the prospect of walking several 
miles to the end of the Cherokee line 
or riding into town on one of his blooded 
saddle horses. He solved the problem 
by borrowing -an -automobile from the 
garage of the Sunset Inn Club, of which 
he is a member, and whose quarters are 
near his home. 

The chauffeurs’ strike, inaugurated at 
6 p. m. Wednesday, had caused the two 
largest companies in St. Louis to tem- 
porarily withdraw from the transporta- 
tion field. 

Ten machines of the Missouri Taxicab 
Co. were in commission, the company 
having acceded to the chauffeurs’ de- 
mands. In addition to these, about 50 
privately owned cars were for hire. 

About 125 taxicab chauffeurs were out 
Thursday morning. There were nv 
gatherings and no demonstrations. 

Two Companies Idle. 

The St. Louis Taxicab Co. made'no at- 
tempt to replace its striking employes 
and kept its 75 machines in the garage. 
The Columbia Taxicab Co., with 90 ma- 
chines, followed the same policy. 

lL. W. Childress, president of the Co- 
iumbia Co., said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter: 

“We won't try to do business just now, 
but we won't recognize the union. 

“We will not take back any of the 
striking men, even if they offer to come 
in. St. Louis is full of competent non- 
union chauffeurs. But we are not look- 
ing for men at this time. We probably 
will stay out of niagara for a week or 
so to avoid trouble.’ 

The strikers demand a wage advance 
from $2 to $2.50 a day, with 35 cents an 
hour for overtime and reduction of the 
working day from 12 to 10 hours. They 
have been receiving 25 cents an hour for

not wanting to join the union. The club 
has 300 members. 

Many of the independent drivers who 
operated machines for hire Thursday 
are members of the union.

PThursday. Usually there are 25. Fif- 
teen independent machines did the best 
they could to look after the Union Sta- 
tion traffic. 


FEDERAL CONTROL

Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion Takes Jurisdiction Over

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission today de- 
clared its assumption of jurisdiction 
over the practices of a railroad or rail- 
roads constituting a through route “‘af- 
fecting the right of the shipper to safe 
and speedy transportation of his 
freight.”’ 

The decision was handed down by 
Commissioner Lane in what was known 
as the car-shortage case, in which the 
Missouri. and Illinois Coal Co. com- 
plained of the embargo established last 
winter by the Illinois Central Railroad 
against the movement of coal from 
mines on its lines in Illinois to points in 
Missouri.

days later. 

When Steck, after his confession 
took Inspectors Bunsen and Reuter to 
his home late Wednesday night, he did 
not conduct them to the house, where 
his wife and nine children, the youngest 
3 weeks old, were. “The money isn’t 
there,’’ he said. 

He took them into the yard by a rear 
gate, and unlocking the henhouse door, 
began striking matcides and disturbing 
the feathered occupants of the rvosts. 
As thé inspectors crouched in the iow 
entrance, Steck drew a damp package 
fro:: the rafters and handed it to them. 

Gives Up Money. 

‘“Tt’s all there—what’s left,’’ the clerk 
said. 

The $50 and $100 bills were damp al- 
most to. mouldiness, having been but 
poorly protected from the elements by 
the’ shed roof. and by the papers 
wrapped around it. Later examina- 
tion showed that the package contained 
$23,550, only $1450 having been taken. 

Steck said he had kept the money in 
the henhouse for moré than two months 
past. Until that time, he had kept it 
buried in a box in the yard, but he 
found it too much trouble to be digging 
it up whenever he wanted money. 

Steck, who is 45 years old and earns 
$1000 a year, told the inspectors at the 
time of his arrest that he spent the 
money on his family’s needs only. Later 
he admitted that he had used several 
hundred dollars to gratify a desire he 
had long cherished for a gasoline launch, 
The launch is nearly finished, he said, 
and he showed the inspectors the key 
of the shed. near the river bank, where 
it is kept. : 

Grocer Offers Bond. ; 

One of his closest friends, t'rank 
Fleilschacker, a grocer, of 4600 Varrel- 
man avenue, called at the Federal Build- 
ing to see about giving bond, and ex- 
pressed great surprise at his predica- 
ment.

SEVEN FIREMEN AT 
BLAZE IN MILL 


Burning Shavings in Fireproof 
Chute Generate Deadly 
Gases. 

Seven city firemen were overcome by 
smoke and combustion gases in a $1000 
fire at the plant of the Mississippi Plan- 
ing. Mill Co. at Thirteenth and O'Fallon 

streets Thursday. 

Those overcome were Lieut. John 
Church of Engine Company 25, John 
Wiszinsky, Fred Hirschman and Mau- 
mce Connors of the same cotnpany and 
Peter Brown, Tom Corbett, Patrick 
Brennan, all of Truck No. 7. 

Hirschman and Connors suffered most 
severely from the stifling and poisonous 
fumes. 

The fire started in an enclosed chute 
used to convey shavings from the sec- 
ond and third floor workrooms to the 
basement. Engineer Albert Heitkamp 
heard a roaring noise in the shaving 
chute at 7:25 a. m. He knew what tft 
meant and turned in a fire alarm. 

The chute was’ encased with fire- 
prooting but it was feared that if tne 
flames were left to burn the:inselves out 
the intense heat and sparks emerging 
from the top of the chute would set fire 
to the roof. 

Firemen went to the second floor an‘% 
chopped through the chute with axes. 

When an opening was made there was 
a rush of smoke and gases which filled 
the room. The firemen tried to escape 
byt those who had farthest to go before 
reaching the exits were overcome. 

Policemen Spilker and Laws helped to 
rescue them. Seven ambulances respond- 
ed to an emergency call. 

Half an hour after the last man had 
been revived’the flames were under con- 
trol.

looking,’ he said. ‘I put it4n my shirt 
front, and as soon afterward as I could, 


took it home that night. 

“When I opened the package and 
found that the amount was so large, 
my hair fairly stood on end. I had 
thought it would be a few hundred dol- 
lars at most, that I could spend as I 
had need of it. But what to do with 
$25,000 was a question that appalled me. 
I would have been glad“to give it back, 
but that seemed out of the question® 

“As I found that it was all in hun- 
dreds and fifties, I decided to let the 
hundreds alone and spend the fifties. 1 
was very careful about where I spent 
them, too. The frst one I broke was to 
buy an overcoat in the fall of last year. 

“Then I hit on the plan of paying my 
gas bills in fifties, thinking large bills 
were less likely to be noticed at the gas 
company’s office than elsevahere. That 
was the way I got most of the bills 
Changed. The change, in small bills, 
would run me without causing suspicion, 
I thought.”’ 

The inspectors declined to say Thurs- 
day how they first made up their minds 
that Steck had the money. He was one 
of two clerks who were hc'd to have 
been most likely to know about the fate 
of the package, and who had signed for 
it. He stood the questionings, at the 
time, apparently as well as the other 
man, and the inspectors decided to watch 
both. 

' Suspected Steck. 

They some time ago decided that tie 
other man, Henry Kruse, was not living 
beyond his income, and their suspicions 
became centered on Steck. They ques- 
tioned him Wednesday morning and 
afternoon and into the evening before 
he made. his confession. 

The registered package stolen from the 
Annex Station contained 150 $100 bills ana 
200 fifties. It was consigned by the 
Third National Bank to the. Hutchinrs- 
Sealey Banking Co. of Galveston, Tex. 
All trace of it was lost- after the signing 
of the receipt by Steck and Kruse. 
The Steck home is a three-room frame 
affair, scarcely big enough to shelter the 
husband and wife and their nine chil- 
dren. As she rocked her body in grief 
and her smaller children gathered 
around her to clutch at her apron 
strings and weep in sympathy the wife 
told a story of privations she had under- 
gone to help make a home. 
The eldest son, George, 15 years old, 
was at work. Michael, aged 11, Annie, 
12, William, 9 and Charles, 7 were al! 
at the Oak Hill school. Those with 
the mother were Adele, 6, Pauline, 4, 
Henen, 2 and Theodore, 3 weeks .old. 
Married 16 Years. 
“We were married 16 years ago, she 
said, ‘“‘and my husband has alwavs been 
a good husband to me and the children, 
giving us his wages and always remain 
ing unselfish. We bought this house 
for $1600 and have paid $750 at $19 a 
month. We never have missed a month's 
payment, although it came hard at 
times. 
“Five years ago he got work at the 


j postoffice: annex at Union Station. His 


hours are from 3:30 p. m. until midnight. 
He gets $83.33 a month in semi-monthly 
payments and always sends it home to 
me. 

“Yesterday he Went down town at 9 a.

Not until yes- 
terday did the Koppel firm succeed 
in convincing them that they were 
forgeries, 

The woman wrote that the checks 
wereforged by two brothers named 
Goldner, who fled to America, immedi- 

. ately after getting the money. They 
took her along, so she wrote, under 
the promise of Imre Goldner that he 
would marry her as soon as they 
reached St. Louis. 

-When she reached that city and de- 
manded that Goldner keep his promise 
she was told that he had a wrfe. She 
declares she left the brothers immedi- 
ately and returned to Vienna. The po- 
lice have failed to trace her here.

Those who allege this say the first any- 
body knew of the selection was when 
Patterson posted it on the bulletin 
board. 

The protestants have called a meet- 
ing of the society over the president’s 
head for Tuesday night to fight out the 
issue. 

The only serious objection made to the 
play avas that it has places for but two 
women in its cast. As there are plenty 
of Washington University girls with his- 
trionic ambitions, this will mean that 


girls who had hoped to win parts. 
Friends of the president point out that 
ke Board of Directors had the right 
to overrule him if they desired and, as 
they did not do so, they therefore en- 
dorsed his choice of the Ibsen drama.

Have Been Unnatural, Despite.

By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, Dec. 7.—Mrs. Nellie 
Burrelle, who since the death of her 
husband at sea had been the active head 
of the Burrelle Press Clipping Bureau, 
died in her apartment at the Cariton 

Hotel yesterday morning. 

Coroner Holtzhauser stopped the prep- 
arations for the funeral last night and 
directed that an autopsy be performed 
this morning, despite a certificate signed 
by Dr. H. B. Urquhart, which gave 
the causes of death as uremia and ne- 
phritis. 

Dr.. Jesse W. Amey, whose announte- 
ment last March that he and Mrs. Bur- 
relle had become engaged to marry was 
denied, was one of several physicians 
who attended Mrs. Burrelle in her last 
illness. 

‘T have ordered an autopsy,” said the 
Coroner, ‘‘as the result of a telephone 
message. My informant—a woman, who 
would not disclose her identity—inti- 
mated that Mrs. Burrelle died from oth- 
er than natural causes. 


Coroner Holds Suspicions. 
‘From what I have learnéd thus far, 


I believe there may be _ something 
wrong. I am not prepared now to make 
this announcement as a fact. 

“IT sought three physicians, Dr. Amey, 
Dr. Urquhart and Dr. Elwort, as they 
were interested in the case. I was un- 
able to get in touch with either Dr. 
Amey or Dr. Urquhart.” 

Dr. Elwort told the Coroner he had 
visited Mrs. Burrelle’s apartment’ Satur- 
day morning in answer to a summons 
over the telephone. He said he sug- 
gested to Mrs. Grace Miller White, a 
friend of Mrs. Burrelle, whom he found 
there, that a trained nurse be engaged. 

The Doctor was astonished to learn, 
he said, that Dr. Amey, whose relations 
with Mrs. Burrelle were understood to 
have been strained since the betrothal 
tangle, had been in attendance and had 
planned to have a nurse sent to the 
apartment. 

The following Monday, according to 
Dr. Elwort’s story, he found Dr. Amey’s 
nurse in attendance under that physic- 
ian’s yt tee supervision.

KING AND QUEEN 
ENTER DELHL WIT 
CREAT CEREMONY 


150 Ruling Princes, Maharajahs, 
Rajahs and Nawabs Do 
Homage. 


GREAT \ MILITARY DISPLAY 
ThroughouNndia a Holiday Has 
Been Declared in Honor of 
the Entry. 


By Associated Press. 

DELHI, India, Dec. 7.—The roar .of 
an imperial salute of 101 guns welcomed 
the King-Emperor and Queen-Empress 
on their arrival here today from Bom- 
bay. The railroad station in the Selin- 
garh bastion of the fort had been the 
Mecca since dawn for everybody in the 
city and the coronation camp. 

Equipages which vied with each other 
in splendor passed along roads crowded 
with Indian princes, military officers 
and Government officials. Streams of 
natives went the same way. 

The route to the camp was lined ai- 
ternately by British and Indian regi- 
ments under,the command of Lieuten- 
ant-General Sir J. Willcocks and Gen. 
Sir E. G. Barrow. In providing guards 
of honor and escorts, native troops were 
also given an equal share with British 
soldiers. The King-Emperor and Queen- 
Empress-were received_on the elaborate- 
ly decorated platform by the Viceroy 
and Vicereine, the governors and heads 
of provinces, the Commander-in-Chief 
and a number of high military and civi: 
officials. 

150 Ruling Chiefs Introduced. 

After a series of presentations, their 
majesties proceeded to a pavilion within 
a wall of the fort, where 150 ruling 
chiefs were introduced. This brilliant 
ceremony, with its gorgeous display of 
jewels and richly celored garments, oc- 
cupied considerable’ time. Meanwhile 
the provincial legislators had’ gathered 
on the ridge by the Durbar camp to 
greet the royal party. 

Then began the great procession to the 
camp, four miles away. Throughout In- 
dia a holiday had been decreed and great 
numbers of natives had gathered to get 
a glimpse of their Emperor and Em: 
press. 

They formed a striking background to 
gorgeously uniformed procession 
which was headed by lancers' with

‘Sands playing. Then came Gen, Peyton, 
‘e herald, in silk and gold tabard em- 
azoned with the royal coat of arms 
nd 16 British and native trumpeters, all 

nounted on black chargers. Next fol- 

lowed the native escort of the Viceroy, 

in searlet and gold, preceding the Im- 

perial cadet corps, composed entirely 

of princes and their sons. Their majes- 
ties and the Viceroy’s suits followed. 
Given Splendid Reception, 

As their majesties approached _ the 
command to present arms was passed 
along the line of troops, European spec- 
tators took off their hats and the na- 
tives bent deep towards the ground. The 
King-Emperor, the Queen-Empress and 
the Viceroy bowed right and left in .ac- 
knowledgment. es 

The body guard of Indian princes who 
followed immediately after outshone in 
splendor all that had passed. In strict 
urder of precedence'caime 150 mahara 
rajahs, nawabs and other chief- 
tains. The column was closed by a band 
9f savage-looking Afghans and Pathan 
chiefs mounted on wild ponies and a 
detachment of native and British troops. 

Their majesties entered the city 
through the King’s gate, now opened 
for the first time since 1857, when the 
King of Delhi went to public worship. 

All along the route the impression 
seemed to be profound and the reception 
was a cordial one. On arrival at the 
camp the troops defiled past the im- 
peria] Carriage, receptions followed and 
the King-Emperor was presented with a 
brief address of welcome to which he 
replied in a few words. 

Their Majesties and the Vice-Regal 
party then repaired to their camp, of 
which Circuit House, built by Lord 
Curzon in 1903, is the center. 

The vast camp stretched along the 
great trunk road in long, symmetrical 
rows of white tents, almost blinding in 
the vertical Indian sun, while the whole

blazed with the bright hues of the East. | 


Crowds of Picturesque Humanity. 

Crowds of pictureaque humanity, the 
Rajah in his silks to the half-naked 
Wallah, gathered to welcome their Em- 
peror and they formed a perfect pic- 
ture. Mingling with them were bejew- 
eled Indian princes, army and adminis- 
trative officers, native and British pri- 
vaite soldiers and large numbers of for- 
eign tourists. : 

The ancient bullock cart, the smart- 
est modern carriage, the powerful mo- 
tor car, the richly caparisoned elephant 
and the blooded horse added variety. 

Very little trace was to be found of 
the! various fires which have récei..y 
caused havoc in the camp. 

The Emperor's tent does not differ 
greatly in appearance from the. others. 
Internally, however, it is palatial. Great 
canvas halls stand nearby for official 
receptions and banquets. 

About a quarter of a million »ersons 
have taken up their quarters in the 
canvas city, which is broken up by 
green lawns, polo grounds, fountains 
and avenues of trees. 

Throughout the morning the coming 
and going of great dignitaries continued 
and the throngs of native kept their po- 
sitions, patiently anxious to get another 
sight of their Emperor and Empress.

The spectacle of Missouri’s State officers beg- 
ging financiers to help them find a way to dispose 
of $3,500,000 worth of bonds without actually 
violating law is humiliating. The credit of 
the State is of the highest character. We have 
no State debt, except a paltry sum in permanent 
school bonds. Yet because the State taxes its 
own bonds and thus compels purchasers of bonds, 
if they obey the law, to pay back-most of the

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COINCIDENT FACTS. 

The original Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey 
holds the American record as the “parent of the 
trusts.” John Dustin Archbold has just succeed- 
ed John Davison Rockefeller at*its head. 

Under the McKinley administration, John Dus- 
tin Archbold, then as now the active manager of 
the Standard Oil Trust, made public the demand 
for Federal incorporation or license, an idea until 
then so strange in America that the possibility of 
its acceptance seemed unimaginable. 

From John D. Archbold it passed to Theodore 
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liam Howard Taft. Whether it passed directly 
or through such mediums as Messrs. Morgan, 
Gary and Perkins is not material. The material 
fact, conclusive from this historical summary of 
coincident facts, is that, as President of the Unit- 
ed States, William Howard Taft now represents 
the terms under which the “parent of all the 
trusts” first proposed to allow the United States 
to surrender the Sherman act, with the honors of 
war reserved entirely for those against whom the 
penalties of the Sherman act were directed.

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JEFFERSON CITY’S PLAIN DUTY. 

When Jefferson City successfully. pleaded that 
the new capitol be located there, her representa- 
tives promised that in return for the capitol the 
town would make improvements, without which 
it lacked much of being passably satisfactory 
as a seat of government. Dec. 14 Jefferson City 
will have an opportunity to make good her prom- 
ises. 

On that date Jefferson City voters must decide 
whether to issue bonds to the extent of $70,000. 
Several bridges must be widened, High street, 
East Main street and Washington street require 
various improvements, better sanitation is neces- 
sary, and adequate fire apparatus, lack of which 
cost the State its old capitol, was an imperative 
condition bf the retention of the seat of govern- 
ment in its present place.

000 asked for is but 2 cents on the dollar of the 
$3,500,000 which the State is to spend in Jefferson 
City. 
Every taxpayer in Missouri is watching the 
voters of Jefferson City. If they defeat the bond 
issue they thereby declare their unwillingness to 
bring their town up to the standard which the 
dignity of the capital of a great State demands. 
The Post-Dispatch does not believe that the vot- 
ers of Jefferson City can afford to defeat the 
bonds and break faith with the people of this 
State.

I 
found it was no use to argue with him, so I put 
my revolver to his head and made him weigh a 
plece of pickled pork, then get me some flour, 
then some coffee, then a skillet, frying pan and 
coffee pot. So the boys took the things out and 
soon cooked our first meal for several days.

In Statement Over Tele- 
phone She Declares 
Charges Made by Husband 


Have No Foundation— 


Papers at First Held a 
Secret. 


Mark Simon, until recently of the 
brokerage firm of Simon, Brookmire & 
Clifford, filed in Clayton Friday a di- 
' yvorce suit, in which he charges that 
Mrs. Louise G. Simon, by assaulting 
him and scratchng his face repeatedly, 
caused him to lose his position. 

Simon is a son of Israel M. Simon, 
one of the members of the firm. 

Simon declares that his wife scratch- 
ed and disfigured his-.face so often that 


he was ashamed to go ‘to the Office, | 


and would stay at home for days, wait- 
ing for the scratches to heal. These 
absences from his work, several times 
repeated, finally. cost him his position. 


Cost His Positon. 
_He is now without employment, he 


declares, and is in debt to the extent of 
$2500 or more, for goods purchased by 
his wife in excess of his ability to pay 
from his salary of $150 a month. 

The most serious of many assaults, 
lus petition states, was committed Nov. 
11 last, when, as he was. lying in bed, 


he was struck on the head with a water 


bottle. He was so injured, he said, that 
he went to St. Luke’s Hospitai and re- 
mained there nine days. 

When he left the hospital and returned 
home, he declares, his wife assaulted 
him again, but promised, when he 
threatened to leave, that she would treat 
him more kindly. Another attack, he 
gays, Occurred Dec. 4, and this caused 
the final separation, which he says oc- 
curred on that date. 

She once fired three shots at him from 
a revolver, he declares, and she several 
times threatened to kill him, he de- 
clares, and also said that if he sued her 
for divorce she would kill their son. 

Owes Many Bills, 

Among the bills which he now ‘owes, 
as a ult of his wife's allegede extra- 
Varane, he namesa butcher's bil lof 
$300; a liquor bill of $150, most of the 
liquor, he states, being for his wife's 
use; a laundry bill of $160; and bills at 
three lurge downtown department stores 
aggregating $850. 

He says he had frequently to appeal 
to his father for financial aid, and that 
at other times he had to borrow money 
to enable his wife to get articles she 
desired. 

He says she ‘&lmost constantly” 
struck, assaulted and beat him with her 
fist, with articles of furniture and or- 
nament and.with anything which hap- 
pened to be convenient. 

They. were married in January, 1907, 
in New York, he states, and have a 
boy four years old. They formerly 
lived in Glendale, St. Louis County. 

Mrs. Simon expressed surprise when 
told that her husband had filed suit. 
and sajd, when told that. she was 
charged with indigwities, that she could 
not’ imagine what her husband meant 
by such a charge. 

The charges were kept secret for 
several hours after the filing of the 
petition, and Attorney R. L. Johnston, 
representing Simon, would state re- 
garding the charges only that they 
Were “as mild as a summer breeze.”

Workmen. Raise It to Surface 
With Hooks and Send Hurry 
Call for Police. 





MURDER IS SUSPECTED 
Another Theory Is That Gashes 
May Have Been Caused by 


Paddlewheel or Propeller. 





The body of a brown-haired woman, 
with the throat cut and the back of the 
was taken from the river 
at 1l a. m., 


head gashed, 
at the foot of Sidney street, 
Friday. 

The woman apparently was 40 years 
old. She wore only a blue calico waist, 
a black woolen skirt, a pair of black 
cotton stockings and house slippers. 
There was no underwear and no marks 
on the clothing to identify her. 

Members of the harbor boat crew were 
removing driftwood from under a boat 
landing. In doing this they used pronged 


toat hooks with long handles. 
Body Caught on Hook. 

One of the men felt an unusual tug 
at his boat hook and when he pulled 
it out the body came with it and floated 
to the surface. 

The wounds on the woman’s head 
caused a hurried message to be sent to 
the police. 

One of the wounds, a deep sharp cut, 
started just above the left ear and ex- 
tended under the chin and across the 
throat and almost to thé right ear. 

The other cut, dtéep and almost half 
an inch wide and almost three inches 
long was on the back of the head. 

Apparently, rivermen said, the woman 
had not been dead more than fifteen 
hours. The body was still limp and was 
not swollen. 

Murder Is Suspected. 

Though members of the harbor boat 
crew expressed the belief that the woman 
had keen murdered, policemen suggested 
that the cuts on her head ana .uroat 
iay have been made by the paddle wheel 
or propeller blade of a steamboat or 
launch. 

Another theory advanced was that as 
the harbor boat crew had been work- 
ing around the landing all morning the 
cuts might have been made by their 
boat hooks. 

Capt. Hanna of the Wyoming Street 
District after séeing the body said he 
believed the woman had been murdered. 
From her scanty attire he believes the 
crime was committed at night, probably 
on ‘one of the many houseboats which 
lie along the river front. 

A canvass of houseboat dwellers is be- 
ing made in an effort to solve the mys- 
tery. 

There is no police record of any miss- 
ing woman answering the description of 
the one found in the river. 

William Whelan, foreman in charge 
of the harbor boat crew, also believes 
the woman was murdered. If the wom- 
an had been struck by a motorboat pro- 
peller he said her hair would have been 
cut and torn. The hair was imbedded 
in the wound which cut her skull, but 
it was not torn or cut.

Action for 30 Hours.

TULSA, Ok., Dec. 8-—The extra- 


ordinary affliction that suddenly befell 
William Hubbard, a young iron worker 
of Oklahoma City, has caused 4 stil 
more extraordinary effort to keep the 
breath of life in his body. For more 
than 30 hours without cessation, his fel- 
low workmen have been pumping’ the 
young man’s arms up and down in order 
to create artificial breathing, his lings 
refusing to perform their functions. 

The doctors diagnose the case as par- 
alysis of the lungs But as to what 
caused him so suddenly to be stricken 
or what to do to bring him out of the 
strange condition into which he’ has fal- 
len, they admit their ignorance. What 
they do know ‘ts that if his fellow work- 
ers abandon the work of artificial res- 
piration the young man will surely die. 
The only hope they hold out is that the 
paralysis may prove to be temporary 
and that as suddenly as he was ren- 
dered helpless and breathless, will his 
lungs resume their work and normal 
breathing be restored. 

The poignantly painful phase of the 
situation is that the young man is fully 
conscious. He realizes his condition. 
Although the strain on his arms has 
been terrific and the ache in them al- 
most maddening, yet the fear of death 
fills him with terror and every little 
while as the men working on him may 
tire at the task, the youth cries in 
agony: “‘For God's sake, boys, keep 
on pumping. I’m getting weak. Don’t 
stop or I'll die.”’ 

Of course there have been no lack of 
volunteers in the work, and the singular 
cperation is being constantly performed 
—all in the faint hope that the par- 
alysis will leave his lungs as suddenly 
as it afflicted them.

Young Contractor Asks for Mar- 
riage Annulment in Peti- 
tion to Court. 











When questioned at the home of her 
mother, Mrs. Emily Nash, 6208 Gravois 
avenue, about her husband's accusa- 
tion that she has negro blood, Mrs. 
Louis Marre. wept hysterically Friday. 
She said she would appear in Judge 
Allen’s Court later in the day, and 
prove her husband’s assertions untrue. 


The young woman would not permit 
herself to be seen. Her mother stood 
in the door while the daughter, waiting 
from behind the door, talked to a re- 
porter for the Post-Dispatch. The 
mother also denied that there is negro 
blood in her daughter’s veins, and said 
that she herself is Mexican. 

The fact that Marre had made this 
accusation against his wife developed 
Thursday in the progress of his suit 
to annul their marriage. In his origi- 
nal petition Marre charged that he was 
coerced into the m age through 
threats by the girl’s mother and broth- 
er, and by the girl herself. Several 
days ago he filed an amended petition, 
which added the accusation of negro 
blood. 

Declares Accusations Untrue. 

‘Tt is untrue, all untrue,” the young 
wife wailed. ‘“‘I never made any threats, 
nor did any member of my family. We 
had been married before my kin knew 
anything about it. 

‘“‘As to what he said about my being 
a negress, I shall. go into court and 
prove it is not true. I will tell my story 
then. My lawyers have told me not to 
discuss the case until then, but I know 
I shall prove myself innocent of these 
things.”’ 

In Marre’s petition he charges that 
they were married in St. Louis Nov. 2, 
1908, by a justice of the peace. The 
wife’s answer, a general denial, con- 
tends they were married in Belleville 
July 3, 198. The wife was asked to ex- 
plain this discrepancy, but she had be- 
come so excited by this time that her 
answer was incoherent. 

Married Twice, She Says.

COLONEL BUTLER SPEAKS

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Listen to Several Prominent

Christmas shopping, teas, seceptions 
and bridge whist games were laid aside 
Thursday afternoon by the members of 
the Women’s Organization for Smoke 
Abatement, and more than five hundred . 
of them attended the meeting at the 
Wednesday Club to listen to Paul P. 
Bird, former chief smoke inspector of 
Chicago, tell of the work done in that 
city. 

Mrs. E. R. Kroeger, president of the 
organization, Friday morning declared: 


“I do not think that the Business Men’s 


League can afford to stay out of the 
field much longer. Organizations of the 
same kind all over the country in other 
cities are taking up the work, as they 
recognize it as part of their work. We 
have a good, strong organization now, 
but we need their aid, too. The press, 
the courts, Col. Butler -and his staff, 
the Civic League and the women’s or- 
ganization are standing together, and 
with so many forces combined I cannot 
lielp but feel that there will be deciding 
results.’ 

Among the speakers at the rally, be- 
sides the Chicago smoke expert, were 
William A. Hoffman, City Smoke In- 
spector; Col. J. G. Butler, Mrs. Charles 
Claflin Allen, Oscar Whitelaw and 
Frank A. Thompson, attorney for Col. 
Butler.

DENIES QUARREL IN EAST 
Talks With Lawyer Before His 


Return to Indianapolis Is 
Admitted.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 8.—‘‘There 
is not a word of truth in ‘reports of 
friction between Samuel Gompers or 
other officials of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor and myself,” said Frank 
M. Ryan, president, of the International 
Association of Bridge and Structural 
Iron Workers, who arrived in this city 
today from Washington. 

Asked why he had not signed the 


|statement issued by the Federation of 
|Labor officials in denunciation of the 


McNamara brothers, after a conference 
in Washingtonayesterday, Ryan replied: 
“I took very little part in the confer- 
ence because of other business. I will 
not add to my first. statement in re- 
gard to the outcome of the McNamara 
cases. I have nothing more to say.” 


“Will you call a meeting of the Ex-. 


ecutive Board to consider the attitude 
of the association’ toward the McNa- 
maras’’’? he was asked. 

“TI don’t know,’’ was the answer. | 

‘“‘Did you, as president, know anything 
of the details of the expenditure by 
John J: McNamara, as secretary, of a 
fund of $1000 a month, appropriated for 
organizing purposes and for which no 
account was made?” 

“That is a matter that will take care 
of itself.’’ 

Ryan refused to comment on the Fed- 
eral authorities’ examination of the 
books of the asseciation, now proceeding 
in preparation for the grand jury’s ses- 
sion, beginning Dec. 14. When he was 
asked if he knew a Federal grand jury 
inquiry was being made as to whether 
others were associated with the Me- 
Namaras in illegal transportation of 
dynamite, he replied: 

“There is nothing I can say on that 
matter.”’ 

Information as to the whereabouts 
of Ryan was refused at the office of the 
association until he-had conferred with 
his counsel, Leo M. Rappaport.

LEADERS CONDEMN 
McNAMARA’S ACTS 








Men Who Raised Defense Fund 


Call Them Recreant to 
Trust. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—Branding 
James B®. McMamara and John J. Mc- 
Namara as “recreant to the good name 
and high ideal of labor’’ and expressing 
the “satisfaction of organized labor, 
that the culprits have been commensu- 
rately punished for their crime,’ the 
McNamara Ways and Means Committee 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
after a two days’ conference here, is- 
sued a statement’ condemning ‘the’ Mc- 
Namaras for their ‘“‘inhumanity’’ and 
declaring that organized labor should 
not be held ‘either legally or morally 
responsible for the crimes of an indi- 
vidual member.”’ 

The labor leaders assert that they 
‘will welcome any investigation which 
either Federal or state courts may un- 
dertake.”’ 

The statement is signed by every 
member of the McNamara Committee 
except F’. M. Ryan, president of the In- 


Workers’ Union, with which John J. 
McNamara, one of the cenvicted Los 
Angeles Times dynamiters, were promi- 
nently connected officially. Ryan had 
returned to Indianapolis. 
Gompers Explains Sor Ryan. 

“Had he remained, however,” said 
President Gompers, ‘I am sure that 
Ryan would have added his name. He 
was called back to Indianapolis by pres- 
sure Of business. He did not see the 
statement; but I am sure he is in hearty 
accord with its sentiments.” 


As to their knowledge of. the crime -to +@. 


which the McNamaras confessed, 
committee in its statement asserts: 

“We, here and now, individually and 
collectively, declare that the first knowl- 
edge or intimation of their guilt was 
conveyed by the press in their confes- 
sions of guilt. | 

“From the cutset we assured all con- 
tributors and the public generally that 
We would publish an ‘accounting of the 
moneys received, from whom received 
and to whom paid. A report in full wil] 
be made, first to the executive council 
of the American Federation of Labor at 
its meeting to be held at Washington 
Jan. §, ‘ 

Not to Condone Crimes, 

“Organized labor of America has no 
desire to condone the crimes of the Mc- 
Namaras. It joins in the satisfaction 
that the majesty of the law has been 
maintajned and the culprits commen- 
surately punished for their crime ” 

Partly concerning the crime of the 
McNamaras, however, the statement 
says in the following breath: ‘‘And yet 
it is an awful commentary upon exist- 
ing conditions when anyone man among 
all the millions of q#orkers can bring 
himself to the frame of mind that the 
only means to secure justice for labor is 
in violence, outrage and murder. 

“It is cruelly unjust to hold the men of 
labor movement efther legally or moral- 
ly. responsible for the crimes of an in- 
dividual member. No such moral code 
or legal responsibility is placed upon any 


the 


j other association of men in our country. 


Weleome an Inquiry. 
“Insofar as we have the right to speak, 
in the name of organized labor. we wel- 
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open doors, that all may see and heap 
what is being said and done. The books, 
accounts and correspondence of the fed- 
eration are open to any competent auv- 
thority who may desire to make a study 
or an investigation of them. 

“The men of organized labor, in com- 
mon with all our people, are grieved be- 
yond expression in words at the loss of 
life and destruction of property, not only 
in the case under discussion, but in any 
other case which may have occurred. We 
are hurt and humiliated to think that 
any man connected with the labor move- 
ment should have been guilty of either. 
The ‘lesson this grave crime teaches, 
however, will have its salutory effect. 
It will demonstrate anew more than ever 
the inhumanity, as well as the futility, 
of resorting to violence in the effort ta 
right wrongs or to attain rights.” 

Methods Injury to Unions, 

“The universal condemnation of a 
murderous deed in labor circles ought 
to be a fact so far beyond question,”’ 
the statement proceeds, ‘‘so easily as- 
certainable from accessible records, that 
-~O man with any regard for his reputa- 
tion for veracity could deny it. Vio- 
lence, brutality, destruction of life and 
property are foreign to the aims and 
methods of organized labor of America, 
and no interest is more séVerely in- 





jured by the employment of such 
methods than that of the workers or- 
ganized in the labor movement.
